Government takes a strong stand on this issue, and ensures that a lawyer 
of international reputation defends Stuart at his trial, We oannot rely 
on governments to take antion unless they see that there is strong public 
feeling, This is not a matter of politics; it's a matter of helping 
someone in need,
